Indeed, 
war® we consulted in the drafting of It* Consequently* 
our views as set forth hers are made freely from our point 
of view alone and do not constitute an official concurrence 
or objection to the proposed bill*

the fact that, as Director of Central Intelligence, I ur. 
hold responsible for protecting intelligence sources and 
methods from unauthorised disclosure (flection 102(e) of 
the National Security Act of 1947). I am deeply conscious 
of the heavy responsibility so placed upon me end realise 
that I need all the assistance th© law sen give to carry 
it out successfully. I am also aware, however, that 1s*l 
portent as security my be In the national Interest, it is 
sooond to the basic rights of free speech and civil liberty* 
It ia necessary, therefore, to search for a balance between 
tho two which will be adequate to serve the interests of 
national security without Infringing unduly on the essential 
liberties*
